I heard it rumored that a company 
from Arkansas, en route to California, 
had passed through the city. 

6. He saith— 

No, not that I know of—I never 
heard of = | such thing, and certainly 
no such order was given by the then 
Acting Governor. 

He saith— 

Yes. Counsel and advice were given 
to the citizens not to sell grain to the 
emigratits te feed their stock, but to 
let them have sufficient fer themselves, 
if they were out. The simple reason 
for this was that for several years our 
crops had been short, and the prospect 
was at that time that we might have 
trouble with the United States army, 
then en route for this place, and we 
wanted to preserve the grain for food. 
The citizens ef the Territory were 
counseled not to feed grain to their 
own stock. No person was ever pun- 
ished or called in question for furnish- 
ing supplies to the emigrants, within 
my knowledge. 

8. He saith— 

1 did not learn 4 of the 
attack or destruction of the Arkansas 
company until some time after it had 
occurred, then only by floating rumors. 

9. He saith— : 

Within some two or three months 
after the massacre he called at my 
office and had much to say with re- 
gard to the Indians, their being stirred 
up to anger and threatening the settle- 
ments of the whites, and then com- 
menced giving an account of the 
massacre. I teld him to stop, as from 
what I had already learned 55 rum 
I did not wish my feelings Semen 
up with a recital of details. : 

10. He saith— fp 

No. He did not call with Jehn D. 
Lee, and I have no recollection of his 
ever speaking te me, nor I te him, 
cencerning the massaere or anything 

rtaining te roperty. '

No. I never gave any directions 
eenceraing the property taken from 
the ef emigrants at the 
Mountain eadow ‘massacre ; 

did I know anything of that pre- 
perty or its disposal, and I de not 
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to this day, except frem public 
rumor.

pointed by the President of the 
United States, and was then on the 
way here to take my place, and I did 
not know how soon be might arrive; 
and because the United States jadges 
were not in the Territory. Soon after

George A. Smith, having been first 
duly sworn, deposes and says—that he 
is aged fifty-eight years; that he is 
now, aud has been for several months, 
suffering from a severe and dangerous 
illness of the head and lungs; and 
that to attend the court at Beaver, in 
the present condition of his health, 
would in all prebahility end his life. 

Deponent further saith that he had 


no military command during the year 
1857, nor any other official position, 
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except that of one of the Twelve | 
Apoatles of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. 

Deponent farther saith that he 
never, in the year 1857, at Parowan 
or elsewhere, attended a council where 
Wm. H. Dame, Isaac C. Haight or 
others were present, to discuss any 
measures for attacking, or any manner 
injuring, an emigrant train from Ar- 
kansas, or any other place, which is 
alleged to have been . at the 
ae Meadows in September, 
1857. | 

Deponent further saith that he never 

or knew anything of a train of 
emigrants, which he learned after- 
wards, by rumor, was from Arkansas, 
until he met said emigrant train at 
Corn Creek, on his way north to Salt 
Lake City, on or about the 25th day 
of August, 1857. At Corn Oreek, 
deponent further saith, that he en- 
camped with Jacob Hamblin, Philo T. 
Farnsworth, Silas S. Smith and Elisha 
Hoops, and there, for the first time, 
he learned of the existence of said 
emigrant train, and their intended 
journey to California. 

Deponent further saith that, having 
been absent from the Territory for a 
year previous, he returned in the 
summer of 1857, and went south to 
visit his family at Parowan, and to 
look after some property he had there ; 
— also visit prem ern — for no 
other purpese, an at, on leaving 
Salt Lake City, he had no knowledge 
whatsoever of the —— of said 
emigrant train, nor uire 
before stated. 

Deponent further saith that, as an 
Elder in the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints, he preached 
several times on his way south and 
also on his return, and tried to im- 
press upon the minds ef the people the 
necessity of great care as to their 
crops, as all the crops had been short 
for several years previous to 1857 
and many of the people were reduced 
to actual want, and were for 
| the necessaries of life. 

Deponent further, saith that he 
advised the people te furiah all emi- 
grant companies passing through the 
Territory with what might actually 


need for breadstuffa, for the support 
of themecives aad families while pass - 
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ing through the Territory, and also 
advised the people not to feed their 
grain to their own stock, nor sell it to 
the emigrants fer that purpose. 
Deponent further saith that he 
never heard of or knew of any attack 
upon said emigrant train until some 
time after his return te Salt Lake 
City, and that while near Fort Bridger 
he heard for the first time that the 
Indians had massacred an emigrant 
company at Mountain Meadows. 
+ Deponent further saith that he never 
at any time, either before or after 
that massacre, was accessory thereto ; 


that he never directly or indirectly 


aided, abetted, or assisted in ita per- 
petration, or had any know 
thereof, except 4 h ; that he 
never knew anything of the distribu- 
tion of the property taken there, ex- 
cept by hearsay as aforesaid. 
A — further saith that all 
charges and statements as ‘pertaining 
to him contrary to the 
false and untrue.

STATEMENT MADE BY GEO. W. HILL, REGARDING THE INDIANS WHO WERE 
DRIVEN FROM THEIR GRAIN FIELDS AND LODGES ON BEAR RIVER, 
auGust 12, 1875. 


For the last three 
Tsagwitch’s band of Shoshones and 
of other tribes of Indians had been 
begging of me and ethers to find 
them a location where they could 
have a farm and go to work and 
till it and live like white men. I 
bad been requested to attend to this 
matter and bad selected a spot of 
ground between the Bear and Malad 
rivers, about twenty miles nerth of 
Corinre and entirely out of the way 
of any settlements. Finding the 
labor would be too arduous to bring 
the water eut of the Malad in time to 
irrigate this season’s crop, I, with the 
Indians, moved about ten miles south 
to a field where the water had been 
taken out by the citizens of Bear 
River City. The Indians here did 
some hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
work in clearing out the diteh, mak- 
ing a new dam, repairing the fences 
of the citizens of Malad City, &., 
and here a temporary camp was. esta- 
blished and creps were planted. . 

The Indians at the camp belo 

rincipally to the Shoshones and 
Frequently expressed the desire te 
become citizens of the United States, 
in fact had paid taxes at Franklin, 
Idaho Territory, in 1874, the taxes 
being levied on their herses, which 
was the only 


members of owned and for which they hold the 
receipts. 


This season the Indians put in 
about one hundred acres of wheat, 
twenty-five of cern, five and a half 
to — ot 1 — a — four of 
melons, peas, ts and other vege- 
tables, which, at the time of the com- 
mencement of the excitement, were 
just ready fer harvest. In fact the 
ndians were in the fields with two 
reapers and had just cemmenced 
harvesting when the first news of 
trouble reached us. This was Tuesday, 
August 10th. 


Being told by an Indian who had 
been to Corinne, that soldiers were 
there, and that the Captain wished 
to see Mr. Gill, I started with two- 
chiefs and my informant for that 
— On the way I = 
of gentlemen, consis of Captain 
Kennington, Mayor ehnson, of 
Corinne, Interpreter L. De Mars 
and a newspaper correspondent, and. 
with them returned to eur camp. 


On reaching my tent, I invited: 
several chiefs to be present, and the 
following conv ion ensued— 

t. Kennington : *‘ De you char-

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Hill: “I do. There is not a par- 
ticle of truth in it.” 

Johnson: Do you mean to say 
that a large party of your Indians did 
not leave camp last night to attack 
Corinne.” 

Hill: I mean to say there was

— to go to Oorinne or anywhere 
else.“ 
Johnson: Were you up and awake 
all night, that you know what your 
Indians were doing 

Hill: I was up until the Indians 
had all gone to sleep, and their ponies 
were scattered all over the prairies. 


It was utterly impossible for the In- | 


dians to have gathered up their ponies 
and started for Corinne without my 
knowing it, besides they never leave 
the camp without informing me.” 

Captain K.: There was a 
placed at the Malad bridge last night, 
and it was reported to me this morning 
that a large body of Indians came 
down and when they saw the guard 
they whirled and ran.” 

Hill: „It was entirely a mistake 
on the part of the guard. I wake 
easily and there could not be a stir in 
‘camp without my knowing it.” 

Johnson: Do you mean to say 
that your Indians haye not threatened 
‘te attack Corinne!“ 

Hill: „I mean to say that no In- 
dian has threatened to attack Corinne, 
and I challenge any one to give the 
name of any Indian who has dene so, 
and I will immediately send for him 
and have the matter settled. If you, 
Mr. Johnson, de not know the name 
of the Indian I will go with you 
through the camp, and you can point 
him out to me, and I will have him at 
-ence fetched in and the matter forth- 
with investigated.” 

(Mayor Johnson could neither give 
the name nor point out the Indian.) 

Reporter: Do all these Indians 
belong to the Mormon Church ?” 

Hill: Les, and a great many that 
are not here.”

Johnson: How many Indians 
have you here?” 
: „1 do not know, I have 
never counted them.” 
Captain K.. What are the Indians

farm, in the same way as other people 
sometimes visit their friends.”

Johnson: Have you not a large 
party here from Fort Hall?” 
Hill: No.“ 
Johnson: Not from Humboldt!“

Johnson: Have you not had large 
parties here from these places ?” 
Hill: “ No, never, that I know of. 


Occasionally a small party of four, five 
er six weuld come in, stay probably a 


day er two, and go home again.” 

— „What claim do the In- 
dians put forward to the land!“ 

Hill: „Simply that were the 
original ownérs and had never sold it. 
They make no,other claim whatever.” 

Johnson: Had they ever attempted 
to enter any land in the U. 8. Land 
Office 

Hill: Not that I knew of.” 

Johnson: How much land do 
they claim 

ill: Just what they need for 
cultivation and to pasture their ponies, 
not to infringe upon the whites.” 

Johnson: Do the strange Indians 
from other parts put in the same 
claim ?”’ 

Hill: „I do not know. I have 
never asked them.” 


Captain K.: Where are the visit- 
ing Indians from!“ 

Hill: There are Shoshones from 
Wind river, and a party of Bannocks 
from away north of the Crow country.” 


Captain K.: I have been inform- 


ed that the Indians have cut away the 


dam on which Corinne depended for 
water. Was this the case? 


Hill: „It is only two miles from 
the dam over a level country. Will 
you ride over and look at it? You 
will find that the dam has not been 
touched, and, like other statements, 
this assertion was without the least 
feundation in truth.” 
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Captain K.: I will take your word 
for it.” 

Hill: „It you will go out upon 
the farm, you will see the Indians hard 
at work harvesting, with many of the 
squaws and pa gleaning, and 
others scattered all over the camp, 
while the Indians’ horses are grazing 
in every direction over the prairie as 
far as you can see. Did you ever, 
Captain, hear of Indians going to 
war under such circumstances ?” | 

The next day (Wednesday) Major 
Briant, accompanied by Captain 
Kennington and Interpreter De Mars, 
visited the camp. he Major de- 
livered his message, which was to the 
effect that all the Indians must Jeave 
the farm and go to their reservations 
before noon the next day, or he would 
be compelled to drive them therefrom, 

by force. 

I told the Major that all the Indians 

who belonged to reservations had 
already gone, and that the Indiaue 
who were on the farm now were resi- 
dent Indians, had no reservation to go 
to; as they never belonged to any. 
I also asked him if he would telegraph 
to the Department at Washington a 
statement that I would make, and wait 
until an answer was received, which I 
would accept as an ultimatum, allow 
the Indians to remain where they 
2 and on the evening of the mor- 
vor would meet him at Corinne to 
know what the reply was. 

The Major said he would send the 
statement for me, but the orders must 
be obeyed. 

I replied, If these orders are to 
be carried out, I have nothing further 
to say. The Indians want to be citi- 
zens, cultivate the land, obey the 
laws, and seek their protection ; but, 
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if I understand aright, if they do not 
leave their ungathered crops and are 
not off the farm by to-morrow at noen, 
it will be equivalent to a declaration 
of war.“ 

The major said he supposed so. 

Tsagwitch came forward and asked 
what he had stolen, whom he had 
killed, what meanness he had done, 
that the soldiers had come to drive 
him away from his crops. 

De Mars here began to translate 
incorrectly what Tsagwitch said to 
Major Briant, and I asked him to 
translate correctly or say nothing. 

The major said he would be as gentle 
as he could. 

I replied, ‘‘ What that term means. 
we well understand.” 

This was about three o’clock in 
the afterneon. Immediately after I 
called the Indians ther, told 
them that it would all come out 
right and advised them to return to 
their former haunts. By sunset not. 
an Indian could be feund in the camp, 
all had scattered out to wander from 

lace to place as in former 
— their crops, for which they 
had toiled so industriously and on 
which they depended for their winter 
food, neither cut nor garnered. 

The next day after the departure of 
the Indians, a man who styled himself 
a States Marshal,” with three or 
four others from Corinne, rode into 
camp and stole everything te which 
they took a fancy, amongst other 
things Tsagwitch’s chickens, eleven 
beaver traps, and a musk rat t 

per kettles, axes, and rabbit skin 
—— in which the Indians wrapped 
their children.

‘brick’ made in California was mined 
by a Mormon, and the first printing 

ress was taken there in 48 by a 

ormon. Who sheltered and fed the 
pee starving emigrant bound for the 

Idorado in 48 and 49, when, foot- 
sore and heart-sick, they found tbem- 
selves in the wilderness? The Mor- 
mon colonists. (Applause, and ‘ That’s 
0.) Who made the Pacific Railroad 
a necessity? Brigham Young and his 
Mormon host. ho fed the miners, 
gave Montana food, and clothed the 
naked? These same much-abused 
Mormons. (‘ True!’ from a returned 
miner.) Where are there better roads, 
better telegrapbs, better houses, better 
farms, better culture than in Utah? 
Burton, Bowles, Greely, Richardson, 
and Dixon—all prejudiced against

ndustry and astonishing enterprise 
of. Brigham’s followers. Think of 
500 miles of telegraph, 1,000 miles 
of canals, 100 villages, 30 cities and a 
population of 100,000 people in 20 
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years, colonized 1,000 miles out of 
sight of man. (Loud applause.) 
What other colony can show 75 per 
cent. of their population living in 
their own houses, built by their own 
industry? And yet these people were 
the poorest of the poor. Again, 
Brigham statesmanship is 
American. Producer and consumer 
— hand and glove with capital and 
abor. (“Good for American indus- 
try.“) The Mormons manufacture 
their own clothes, in their three cotton 
and four woolen mills; their shoes 
from leather made in their twenty-five 
tanneries. Their furniture, their 
nails, their hardware, their hats, are 
all self created. Their one hundred 
and fifty grist-mills grind their corn 
and flour. Their hundred and twenty 
school-houses educate their eighteen 
thousand children. Their one bun- 
dred churches furnish seats for all 
their worshipers. The grape and the 
silkworm, the tobacco plant and the 
cotton boll, the sheepfold and the 
cattle pastute, all show the wonderful 
perseverance, patience and pluck of 
the Mormon colonist. (Loud ap- 
plause.) You have given us a new 
code of morals; your religion is 
practical—ours, theoretical; you prae- 
tice what you preach. Our people 
must either let you alone with your 
multitude of wives or throw up the 
Bible.- If they touch you, down goes 
the basis of their Christian teaching, 
for polygamy is sanctioned from 
Genesis to Revelations. Stand u 

for your faith, Brigham, and I wi

THE RESURRECTION. 


[CONTINUED. | 


In speaking of the literal resurrection of the body, we must understand that 
there is a zenith of heavenly perfection to be obtained, physically and morally, 
by every one exalted to celestial glory. There is a period in the life-time of 
all created things, both in the animal aud vegetable kingdoms, which in 
physics, may be denominated the point of individual perfection. All infants 
will receive celestial glory, seeing they die unstained by sin, For power is 
not given unto Satan to tempt little children,” wherefore they are pure, and 
their angels do always behold the face of the Father in heaven. Will infants 
always remain infants in stature? Wethink not. The infant form is unde- 
veloped—has not hebn perfected in the flesh. It has no teeth in its mouth, 
and but little hair on its head, or strength in its limbs. It is not by accident 
that it bas no testh when it is born, nor by any violation of the law ef 
nature. The naturalist tells us it is natural for it to be born without teeth. 
The power of God will rectify all deformities, superfluities and imperfections, 
but will only aid nature in her own course—in the execution of her own laws. 

We will quote from a sermon preached by the Prophet Joseph Smith on the 
death and at the funeral of King Follett, March 20, 1842:—‘‘ As concerning 
the resurrection, I will merely say that all men will come forth from the grave 
as they lie down, whether old or young; there will not be ‘added one cubit 
to their stature,’ neither taken from it; all will be raised by the power of 
God, having spirit in their bodies and not blood. Children will be enthroned 
in the presence of the Father and the Lamb, with bodies of the same stature 
as they had on earth.” While we do not take this paragraph as a divine 
revelation, yet, there are important points in it which we will briefly consider. 
All will be resurrected in heightb, it dees not say in bulk, as they lie down.” 
It does not say, however, t&at they will not increase in height after they are 
risen from the dead. Neither does it affirm that children shall not increase in 
size after they are ‘‘ enthroned in the presence of the Father and the Lamb 
with bodies of the same stature as they had on earth.” It does not specify the 
age of the children that will be enthroned : neither does it say that all children 
shall be enthroned in power. It is simply a general declaration that all people 
will literally rise from the dead, and exist in eternity in immortal bodies ef 
flesh and bones—old and young—that is to say, an aged man will be resur- 
rected, as well as a young man, but it does not say he will be resurrected 
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looking and feeling like the poor blind, halt and palsied old man as he was, 
when he lay his body down in the grave. Nor that children shall not increase 
in “stature” after they are resurrected. The Prophet may have had reference, 
in his own mind, te baptized children over eight years of age. There are 
instances on record where children have been enthroned in presence of the 
people at a very tender age. Jehoash for example, who was only ‘‘seven 
years. old when he began to reign” over Judah, in Jerusalem. After the resur- 
rection, all can and will increase in knowledge and wisdom. We may there- 
fore look for the full development of the body and the mind, after the resur- 
rection, when it has departed in an imperfect state—or only partially developed, 
physically and mentally, as in infancy, until the individual arrives to the hea- 
venly standard of perfection and the full size of his spirit; as the spirit is the 
model of the man. 

If any say that all the identical particles composing our bodies in this life 
must be gathered together in order to form the new body in the resurrection, 
they place themselves in a very untenable position; for there will be a great 
surplus of material we shall dispense with, if we have lived to a good old age. 
Our bair, if all restored, will be several yards in length, and our nails several 
feet long. It is right to comprehend that enough of the elements will be 
organized to form the new body in the same form as was the old one. The 
fact tbat the body will be literally resurrected after it has decomposed, does 
not involve the necessity of calling together all of the identical gross particles 
of matter of which it was organized when in mortal life, by any means. 


Whatever vague ideas acientific anatomists may entertain in relation to the 
theory of transmutation of matter, or in other words, that the fish eat the dead 
man and living men eat the fish; that grass grows on the grave, and that a 
lamb eats the grass and a woman eats the lamb. All may rest assured that 
every living soul will legitimately possess in and of themselves enough vital 
element to form all the component parts of the resurrected body. To prove 
the erroneousness of the theory, we have only to call the attention of our 
readers to the fact of the changing of thousands of bodies, of the Saints, at the 
second coming of Christ, in the twinkling of an eye,” literally, frem mor- 
tality to immortality ;” for if any of the component particles of element are. 
existing in the bodies of this vast multitude thus suddenly immortalized by 
the power of God, which formed a part of the bodies of their ancestors, the 
latter will be necessarily deprived of a perfect body in the resurrection, unless 
new atoms are used to supply the deficiency. Even the Savior himself, upon 
that supposition, may have a portion of some other person’ 's body in His body, 
as he eat and drank like an ordinary man. The theory is simply a fallacy as 
it is now understood as bearing on the doctrine of the literal resurrection. ft 
the bedy. We do not ignore the fact of the elements of one body entering 
that of another, and replenishing the same, not as forming the very compo- 
ment parts, that will be required in the formation of the immortal body, for 
we deny that this natural arrangement will interfere in the least degree with 
the literal resurrection of man and beast, for the ‘‘creature” itself, and also 
the earth, as well as man, shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption.” 

In the beginning God said, Beheld, I have given you (man) every herb 
bearing seed, which is upon the face of all the earth, and every tree, in the 
which is the fruit of a tree yielding seed ; to you it shall be for meat. And to 
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every beast of the earth, and to every fowl of the air, and to every thing that 
creepeth upon the earth, wherein there is life, I have given every green herb. 
for meat: and it was so.” (Genesis i, 29, 30.) 

** Verily I say unto you, all wholesome herbs God hath ordained for the con- 
stitution, nature, and use of man. Every herb in the season thereof, and 
every fruit in the season thereof; all these to be used with prudence and 
thanksgiving. All grain is ordained for the use of man and of beasts, to be 
the staff of life, not only fer man but for the beasts of the field, and the fowls 
of heaven, and all wild animals that run or creep on the earth.” (Doc. & Cov. 
sec. 81, par. 2.) 

The vegetable kingdom is the basis of man’s body. In the virgin elements 
of pure herbs, grain and fruits are the component parts of his physical system. 
Flesh is secondary—the original substance confused, adulterated, often corrupted 
by disease and to be used only in times of famine and excess of hunger,” or 
of cold.” From the beginning it was not so. It is permitted through the de- 
pravity of the human heart—it is antagonistic to the true order of being— 
“ordained” to be used in consequence of sin abounding. Therefore we consider 
that flesh will not form the component parts of the body, but vegetables only, 
in their pure state. We know that man can live without flesh, and it is pre- 
dicted that the lion will again eat grass or ‘‘ straw like an ox,“ as it did before 
the fall. All creatures once lived on the products of the vegetable kingdom; 
and in the Millennium this system will again prevail—this will be the true 
order of liviny. 

St. Paul illustrates the process of the reorganization of the body when 
buried in the earth, by a grain of wheat. ‘‘ That which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
of some other grain: Bat God giveth it a body as it hath pleased Him, and to 
every seed his own body. All flesh is not the same flesh ; but there is one 
kind of flesh of man, another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and another 
of birds. There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial: but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is another. There is 
one glory of the stn, and another glory of the meon, and another glory of the 
stars: for one star differeth from another star in glory. So also is the resur- 
rection of the dead. It is sown in corruption; it is raised in incorruption : 
It is sown in dishoner ; it is raised in glory: it is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: It is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body.” 

It is as much in keeping with the law of nature, for the body of a man to rise 
from the grave as it is for a spire of wheat to spring from the grain of wheat 
deposited in the earth. A constant literal resurrection is going on in the 
vegetable world. Every season produces new bodies from old seeds—on the spet 
where the seeds are sown; new leaves grow where old ones have perished. 
Man’s body will come forth as man. Woman’s as woman. Man will rise in 
his own image, weman in her own form. But how will those come forth who 
have had no burial—men burnt at the stake, devoured by wild beast or eaten 
by cannibals? The elements of the body remain on earth, and the component 
parts can be brought together at any given point, in the economy of heaven, 
for the formation ef the immortal tabernacle. He that weigheth the earth in 
the balances will do this, for He hath the power. He that hath ‘treasures 
of snow and treasures of hail, reserved against the time of trouble, against 
the day of battle and war; hath also in reserve the essential elements for the 
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organization of the bodies of His Saints and every living thing, in the resur- 
rection, to suit His own wise purpose—te enhance the n of His creation 
and to increase the glery of His kingdom ! 

Now it is immaterial for us to know at present, in what way the bodies are 
brought forth from the grave, or what agencies are employed in this im- 
portant department. It is enough for us to know that it is ordained and 
decreed, that through the atonement of Jesus Christ, they shall come forth in 
the same general form as they existed in their life-time on earth. It is reason- 
able to suppose that a heavenly agent will assist every one in the great Work. 
A holy angel visited the sepulchre where our Savior lay, on the morning of His 
glorious resurrection, and rolled away the stone.” Afterward, Mary Mag- 
dalene, highly favored of the Lord, when at the sepulchre, weeping, ‘‘ stooped 
down, and looked inte the sepulchre and saw two angels in white sitting, the 
one at the head, and the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain.“ 
_ Evidently they were present in an official capacity. Every living soul has its 
guardian angel in life, in death, and no doubt will have it in the resurrection 
day. 

The manner of changing from mortality to immortality” in the twinkling 
of an eye” has not been revealed. It may be accomplished by the ten thou- 
sand resurrected Saints, accompanying the Lord, through the ordinance of the 
laying on of hands: but it matters not how it will be done: they will be 
„changed and perfected in a moment, by the power of God. The Arch- 
angel’s trumpet will awake those who are sleeping in their graves—a gentle 
voice may also speak tu the DEAR DEAD, come forth,” even as Jesus called 
His friend Lazarus from the cold tomb. Oh what a triumph over death, what 
life, what peace, what love, what ecstatic bliss ! 


We have most certainly positive proof that organized bodies of flesh and 
bones can be immortal in the persons of Adam and Eve in the Garden of 
Eden. 

We have also proof in the Book of Mormon that man can partake of immor- 
tality, in part, and remain on earth in its present state, in the persons of the 
three disciples who were to tarry on earth according to their righteous desire, 
and bring souls to Christ, ‘‘ while the world shall stand,” for it is recorded of 
these three Apostles in the 13th chapter of the Book of Nephi, B. M., that 
„they were caught up inte heaven, and heard unspeakable things. And there 
was a change wreught upon their bodies, that they might not suffer pain nor 
sorrow, save it were for the sins of the world. Now this change was not equal 
to that which should take place at the last day ; but there was a change wrought 
upon them, insomuch that Satan could have ne power over them, that he 
could not tempt them, and they were sanctified in the flesh, that they were 
holy, and that the pewers of the earth could not hold them ; and in this state 
they were te remain antil the judgment day of Christ ; and at that day they 
were to receive a greater change, and to be received into the kingdom of the 
Father te go no more out, but to dwell with God eternally in the heavens.” 

In St. John’s Gospel, last chapter, we also learn that the ‘‘disciple whom 
Jesus loved,” St. John the Divine, obtained a similar blessing. ‘‘ Peter seeing 
him saith to Jesus, Lord, and what shall this man do? Jesus saith unto 2 
If I will that he tarry till I come, what is that to thee.” 

The Savior informed the three Nepbites that their desire was the same as. 
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that of John the beloved, and as they were never to taste of death,” so John 
was to live and not die, till the second appearing of our Lord, and then to be 
changed, as they would be, in the “‘ twinkling of an eye, to full immortality. 
Chemists cannot explain this phase of human existence—it is beyond their 
knowledge. It is recorded: of Moses that when he departed, (to return no 
mere,) from the camp of Israel on the plains of Moab, and went unto the 
mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that being 120 years old, yet, his 
eye was not dim, nor his natural force abated :” this is another physielogical 
mystery to the ordinary philosopher, but Moses was preserved in his full 
powers of manhood to the end of his earthly career by the operation of the 
Spirit of the Lord. 


St. John „saw under the altar the sours of them that were slain for the 
word of God, and for the testimony which they held—‘“‘ And they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge 
and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the earth? And white robes were 
given unto every one of them; and it was said unte them, that they should 
rest yet for a little season, until their fellow-servants also and their brethren, 
should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled.” This was a company of 
resurrected martyrs. The soul is the perfect man—the spirit and body united. 
In the beginning God breathed into man’s nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a LIVING souL.” ‘‘ White robes were given unto every one of 
them,” wherewith they ceuld clothe their immoc tal persons. 

„After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; 
And cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God which sitteth upon 
the throne, and unto the Lamb. And all the angels stoed round about the 
throne, and about the Elders and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on 
their faces, and worshipped God, Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, and 
wisdom, and thanksgiving, and honor, and power, and might, be unto our 
God for ever and ever. Amen. And one of the Elders answered, saying 
unto me, What are these which are arrayed in white robes? and whence came 
they? And I said unto him, Sir, thon knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their rebes, and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne ef God, and serve him day and night in his temple : and he that sitteth 
on the threne shall dwell among them. They shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more; neither shall the sun light on them, nor any heat. For the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters. and God shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes.” 

What a glorious assemblage of immortal beings, Sons and Daughters of 
the Most High God. From the Church triumphant will be selected a grand 
‘Quorum of one hundred and forty and four thousand—the Father’s name will 
be written in their foreheads—they will follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth. 

We have reason to believe that many holy Saints have been resurrected, 
since the resurrection of Christ took place and that of those who were resur- 
rected immediately after Him; and that they form a part of the great congre- 


gation of redeemed souls new ministering before the throne of God. | 


Will Saints enjoy the relatienship of husband and wife in the resurrection ?

9th reached me yesterday, only 19 
days coming from the land of my 
nativity, from whose shores I have 
been absent fer 24 years. 

We are expecting Elders Joseph F. 
Smith and F. M. — on Saturday, 
Oct. 2nd. 

On Sunday last, September 26 
I accompanied Elders John Taylor and 
Wilford Woodruff to South Cotton- 
wood, J. S. Rawling’s Ward, to hold 
a two days’ meeting. We had a large 
congregation, an excellent time, and 
have reason to believe that much good 
will be the result. The Gospel of 
repentance is — preached to the 
Saints, it is greatly needed every- 
where, and the spirit of reformation . 
follows the preached word, which en- 
titles them to a renewal of their cove- 
nants by baptism, The burden of 
the Apostles’ preaching is to repent 
of all evil, ad to live the lives of 
Latter-day Saints by being honest, 
faithful, sober, prayerfal, paying their 
tithes and offerings, attentive to 
meetings and willing for the Priest- 
hood to dictate them in their spiritual: 
and temporal affairs. 

On Sunday, five chiefs of the Na- 
vajo Indian Nation came to visit 
President Young, having traveled: 
several hundred miles from their home- 
to this city, said they could not ac- 
count fer the influence which prompted 
them to come. President Young 
told the leading chief, it was the- 
Great Spirit that prompted them to 
come to his servant. Brigham. He 
immediately threw aside his blanket, 
and they clasped each other for some 
time with an affectionate embrace.

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six others, have started South, on a 
mission to the Indians or Lamanites, 
taking with them several thousand

It is their intention to visit every 
Tribe they can until they reach Mexico, 
where they speak that tongue, and 
where millions of them live, of a far 
superior type of civilized development 
than those accustomed to visit us in 
Utah.
